Milk production costs in the 
Edmonton milk zone were high 
because producers rigidly ad- 
hered to the board of health regu- 
lations governing the shipping of 
milk to central plants, Cyril El- 
linger, dairy supervisor for the 
Edmonton Health Board, testi- 
fied at the enquiry into milk 
prices in Edmonton which open- 
ed Tuesday before A. A. Carpen- 
ter, chairman of the public util- 
ities board. 

Mr. Ellinger stated that “there 
was no place on the continent 
where the quality of milk sent to 
creameries for pasteuriza- 
tion was so high as in the Edmon- 
ton territory.” This was also 
opinion of Dr. C. K, Johns, super- 
visor of the bacteriology depart- 
ment of the federal department of 
agriculture, according to statements 
submitted by Mr. Ellinger for fed-

Wheat Quotas? 


A sub-committee at London is trying 
to find out whether it would be worth 
while to call a world conference of wheat- 
exporting and wheat-importing countries; 
with a view to adopting a system of 
quotas, setting a minimum price, and thus | 
putting some order and stability into the 
wheat trade. 

The committee apparently has made 
little progress, and the Canadian delegates 
have asked Ottawa how far they may go 
in agreeing to restrict Canada’s exports by 
a quota arrangement. The point of | 
practical consideration is that unless some | 
arrangement is made there is a prospect 
that the yield of another large world crop 
will be dumped on markets already flooded 
with wheat, cut-throat competition de- 
velope, and prices stay below production | 
costs in Canada and elsewhere. 

Quota-trading is wholly artificial, is 
always dangerous, and has probably done 
the world more harm than good. But since 
the wheat trade is blocked and hampered 
by the tariffs and quotas of importing 
countries, what remains for the exporting 
countries but to agree among themselves 
how they will divide up the strictly limited 
amount they can expect to ship through 
the gaps in these protectionist fences? 

No one can enthuse over a wheat ex- | 
port quota scheme, for that smacks of 
crop curtailment, regimentation, sub- 
sidies to growers, artificial prices for 
home-used flour; all the expedients thrust 
upon the world by “economic national- 
ism”. But since we are living in that kind 
of a world at present, the choice seems 
to lie between wheat quotas and a wheat 
“war” among the exporting countries. |

A point worth noting is that relief 
debts, arrears of taxes, and other items 
added during the depression years, make 
up not more than $125,000,000 of the Sas- 
katchewan total; leaving $400,000,000 as 
representing the farm debts in that prov- 
ince dating back to pre-depression years, 
with unpaid interest charges added. Ad- 
justment board figures show that a some- 
what similar proportion of Alberta farm 
debts also date back to the pre-slump per- 
iod. 

The conclusion is apparent. The de- 
pression is not altogether to blame for the 
prairie debt situation. There had been 
over-borrowing, and over-lending, before 
the slump came; so much that debt-pay- 
ing would have been a widely prevalent 
hardship even if prices had remained at 
their former level. For that the lenders 
are as much to blame as the borrowers, 
and should stand their share of the inevit- 
able loss without feeling themselves to be 


wronged. 


Editorial Notes 


Alberta oil wells set up a new record 
with a total output of 3,254,269 barrels 
during the first six months of the year. 
This is slightly less than half the total 
production for 1938 and gives promise 
that the total for this year may be larger 
than that of last year. 


Building permits issued in 58 Canadian 
cities during June totalled $7,581,492, a 
gain of 15 per cent over the figures for 
June of last year. Quebec led the provinces, 
with a total nearly two and a half times 
that of June 1938. Substantial gains were 
recorded in all the prairie provinces, an- 
other indication of the reviving confidence 
inspired by the crop prospects. 


Franco has had one of his generals 
arrested, while another escaped the same 
attention by fleeing from the country. The 
battle won, the Fascists and the Monarch- 
ists are struggling for supremacy. The 
offending generals are Monarchists.

The rates set were $3.50 for a ten hour 
day for stookers, $4.50 per eleven hour 
day for threshers, and $5 per day for men 
working on combines. Since delegates from 
all sections were present, it is to be sup- 
posed these rates are intended to apply 
in all parts of the province.

What World Armament Means 
By John C. Cresswill, in The Magazine 
of Wall Street ; 

In 1913, the year before the Great War, world 
armament expenditures amounted to about 
$3,000,000,000, In 1938 the total was nearly six 
times as much or approximately $17,600,000,000. 
And in the present year of grace it is conserva- 
tively estimated that man’s tribute to Mars will 
approach, and perhaps exceed, the tidy sum of 
$25,000,000,000. 

Lest we get lost among the zeros, let's put it 
this way: To almost anyone but a politician, a 
million dollars is a lot of money, But multiply 
a million dollars twenty-five thousand times and 
you have the amount that the so-called civilized 
countries of the world will probably spend on the 
tools of war in 1939. Provided, of course, that 
war itself is not forthcoming this year—in that 
contingency, all bets are off and the sky is the 
limit. 


Canada Benefits 


There is such a thing as being so smooth and 
tricky that somehow you overstep and circum- 
vent the end aimed at, so that the final result 
is that you have cleverly fooled yourself. 

For years the Japanese have been success- 
fully boring in on the salmon-consuming markets 
of the world. They have a good product, and 
with the cheapest labor in the world, they are 
able often to undersell other producing coun- 
tries. But they were not satisfied to play the 
commercial game from the top of the table. They 
stamped their salmon tins “Can” to give the 
impression they were packed in a British domin- 
jon; and they used handsomely engraved labels 
of British Columbia river scenes, copyrighted 
years ago by Canadian firms long since extinct. 
The intention was to fool the public of Britain 
and to sell in the great markets of Liverpool 
and Glasgow and London on the advertising and 
the reputation of the British Columbia product. 

They did so much of this that they over- 
reached themselves, They deceived their cus- 
tomers on such a wholesale scale that last month, 
when the sale of a huge order of Japanese 
salmon was reported, the revulsion was com- 
plete. Today, it is said to be almost impossible 
to sell a tin of salmon in Britain without the 
official stamp, which the Japanese cannot 
reproduce, “Packed in Canada."—The Vancouver 
Sun, 


Experimenting With Relief 

In Seattle they have begun a relief experi- 
ment which has already been tried with some 
success in Rochester, N.Y., and Dayton, O. The 
plan is a two-edged one designed to cut into dis- 
tress on the one side and into accumulated sur- 
pluses on the other. 

In the United States as in Canada, a number 
of farm products are being produced in excess 
of the effective demand for them. Surpluses are 
accumulating and these surpluses reduce prices 
and so farm purchasing power. At the same 
time, there is distress because people on relief or 
with inadequate incomes are unable to buy the 
very products of which the farmers have too 
much, 

The Rochester, Dayton and Seattle experi- 
ment is an attempt to bring the product and the 
demand together. 

The methed adopted is to use food stamps. 
Where cash relief is paid, the recipient can buy, 
for each dollar he chooses to spend that way, 
100 cents worth of orange stamps good for any- 
thing on a grocer’s shelves at regular prices and 
50 cents worth of blue stamps that will buy only 
designated surplus farm products like butter, 
eggs, citrus fruits, prunes, dried beans, cornmeal 
and flour. People on relief who receive food 
vouchers instead of cash will receive the blue 
stamps in addition to their vouchers 

All trading is to be done at the regular 
grocery stores. The stamps go from the grocer 
to the banks and are finally redeemed by the 
Federal Government through the Federal Sur- 
plus Commodities Corporation. 

The hope is that the scheme will aid the 
relief recipient by increasing his food stock 50 
per cent, and that it will help the farmer by 
cutting away a large part of the surpluses 
are bearing his prices. If the plan works, it is 
the intention to extend it to other commodities 
than food and to people on pensions as wel) as 
on relief. 

Canada, which has problems of relief and 
surpluses, both of them refractory, must watch 
the experiment with interest.—Vancouver Prov- 
ince
